AN ORDINANCE providing for the declaration of 
nuisances in the case of abandoned, dejnaged 
buildings and vacant lots in the Central 
Business District and providing for abatement 
of the same. 

WHEREAS, the Central Business District of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana 
consists of the area bounded on the north by Superior Street, on the east by 
Clay Street, on the south by the Penn Central Railroad embankment and on the 
west by Fairfield Avenue; and 

WHEREAS, many properties in said Central Business District are deteriorating, 
some of them to the point where they have been abandoned for business purposes; 
other buildingshave been abandoned even though still structurally sound; 
other buildings have been damaged or destroyed as a result of fire and neither 
repaired nor rebuilt; and 

WHEREAS, the aforesaid conditions have created a physical and psychological 
blight which feeds on itself, becoming increasingly more severe and which is 
causing a deterioration in the value of properties throughout said Central 
Business District, with a resulting reduction,in the-assessed value of property 
for tax purposes and a decline in the number of people who visit said Central 
Business; and, 

WHEEIEAS, the existence of abandoned and damaged buildings in large numbers 
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in said Central Business District creates a haven for drug addicts, sexual perverts 
thieves and derelicts? it creates a fire hazard? and, together with the exist¬ 
ence of excavations where hulldings formerly stood? it creates a danger to the 
safety of pedestrians and motorists? and 

WHEREAS, unless checked, the aforesaid blight will eventually spread 
throughout said Central Business District, causing the removal from the tax rolls 
of properties which have in the past produced, and which continue to produce, 
substantial sums of tax revenue for the City of Fort Wayne and causing the said 
Central Business District to cease functioning as a business district which 
in turn would cause economic, social and cultural loss to the people of the 
City of Fort Wayne; 

NCW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAIMED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT 
WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. The Central Business District of the City of Fort Wayne, 

Indiana is hereby defined as being that area bounded on the north by Superior 
Street, on the east by Clay Street, on the south by the Penn Central Railroad 
embankment and on the west by Fairfield Avenue. 

SECTION 2 . Any building, and any premises which become vacant of any 
building but which had formerly been occupied by a building or buildings and 
which buildings, or which premises are situated in the aforesaldCentral Business 
District, is hereby declared to be a nuisance, if any of the following 
conditions obtain; 

a) Such building has been damaged by fire or 
other casualty to such an extent that, follow¬ 
ing such fire, or other casualty, it ceased to 
be occupied and such building has remained 
unoccupied (except as it may have been occupied 
by persons seeking shelter on a day to day 
basis) for a period of two years from the date 
of said fire, or other casualty? 

b) Suchbuilding has been unoccupied (except as it 
may have been occupied by persons seeking 
shelter on a day to day basis) for a period of 
three years? 

c) Such premises remained vacant of any build¬ 
ing for two years from the date they became 
vacant? 

d) Provided, however, that no such building or 
premises shall not be considered a nuisance if, 
the ovmer shall have obtained the necessary permits 
for the repair and/or attention of any existing 
structure which has been unoccupied because of 
damage for the demolition of any existing build¬ 
ing and its replacement with a new building, or 
for the construction of a building upon any 
vacant premises. 
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SECTION 3. In the event any building or premises shall become a 
nuisance as herein provided, the Board of Public Works of the City of Fort Wayne, 
Indiana shall advise the Fort Wajme Redevelopment Commission of such fact and 
such Commission shall have 30 days within which to determine whether it will 
acquire title to the real estate in question pursuant to■the provisions of the 
Redevelopment of Cities and Towns Act of 1953. In the event the Fort Wayne Re¬ 
development Commission shall determine to acquire title, it shall immediately 
notify the Board of Public Works of such determination. 

SECTION 4„ In the event the Fort Wayne Redevelopment Commission shall not 
have notified the Board of Public Works of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana of a 
determination to acquire title to the real estate in question within 30 days from 
the day said Board of Public Works advised said Commission of the existence of 
a nuisance on said real estate, said Board of Public Works shall notify the owner 
of said estate of the existence of a nuisance on said real estate and shall 
further notify the owner that the owner must take steps to abate the nuisance 
within 60 days from the date of receipt of the notice and that, if the owner 
fails to do so, said Board of Public Works shall itself abate the nuisance with¬ 
in 60 days from the date of receipt of the notice and that, if the owner fails to 
do so, said Board of Public Works shall Itself abate the nuisance and hold a 
lien against the real estate for the cost involved. 

SECTION 5. Such notice shall be sent by registered or certified mail re¬ 
turn receipt requested, to the address tax duplicates for said real estate are 
sent. In the event the owner is not at said address and the postal authorities 
are not appraised of a new address, the Board of Public Works shall take reason¬ 
able measures to locate the owner, including examination of the Fort Wayne city 
and suburban directories, that may seem appropriate and Inquiry in the neighbor¬ 
hood, Said Board of Public Works shall also post a sign prominently upon said 
real estate, which sign shall give notice of, the existence of a nuisance upon 
said real estate and request the owner, or anyone having knowledge of the where¬ 
abouts of the owner to contact the Board of Public Works. 

SECTION 6. The^owner of any real estate upon which is situated a nuisance 
as hereinabove described may abate the same a) by entering into a contract for 
■the repair and/or alteration of .any e:xistlng structure which has been unoccupied 
because of damage; b) by entering into contracts for the demolition of any 
existing building and its replacement with a new building or for the landscaping 
of the premises^in a manner which will remove any hazard to the safety of pedest¬ 
rians and motorists and which will remove all physcial blight from the premises; 
c) by entering into acontract for the construction of a new buldling upon any 
vacant premises; d) by entering into a- contract for the landscaping of any vacant 
premises in a manner which will remove any hazard to the safety of pedestrians 
and motorists and which will remove all physical blight from the premises. 

^SECTION 7, In the event the owner of any real estate upon which is situated 
a nuisance as hereinabove described shall not have abated such nuisance within 
60 days of receipt of the notice provided in Section 4 hereof or with 60 days of 
the posting of^the sign provided for in Section 5 hereof, the Board of Public 
Works^of^the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana shall proceed to abate such nuisance by 
demolishing any building and by landscaping the premises in a manner which will 
remove any hazard to the safety of pedestrians and motorists and which will remove 
all physical blight from the premises. It shall be the duty 
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of said Board of Public Works to maintain such landscapinguntil the real estate 
is sold or otherwise alienated. Provided, however, that said Board of Works 
may extend the aforesaid 60 day period by an additional 60 days if said Board 
of Public Works determines that the owner of the real estate Involved is making 
a good faith attempt to abate the nuisance upon such real estate. 

SECTION 8. The Board of Public Works of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana shall 
submit a bill for the labor, equipment and material used in said demolition 
and/or initial landscaping to the owner of the real estate involved. There¬ 
after said Board of Public Works shall submit a bill annually for the cost of 
maintaining any landscaping. If said bill is not paid within 90 days from the 
date of submission, said Board of Public Works shall proceed to file a lien 
against the property in the amount of the bill together with interest at the 
rate of per annum and together with reasonable attorney fees which shall 
be used to help defray the expenses of the Law Department of the City of Fort 
Wayne, Indiana. 

SECTION 9. If any section, clause, sentence, paragraph, part or provision 
of this Ordinance shall be held invalid by any court, it shall be conclusively 
presumed that this Ordinance would have been passed by the Common Council with¬ 
out such Invalid section, clause, sentence, paragraph, part or provision.

WHEREAS, substandard housing is one of the most serious problems existing 
in the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, affecting the physical and mental health of 
the inhabitants of said City, creating blight which affects property values 
throughout many sections of the City and which renders the operation of commercial 
enterprises impracticable in many sections of said Cltyj and 

WHEREAS, substandard housipg is becomlngevermore prevalent in said City; 
and • • 

W H E R E A S, the persons who buy or rent substandard housing units tend to be 
persons of limited sophistication and with limited financial resources, so that 
such personsdo not alwaysreadily perceive the disadvantages to a proposed 
purchase or lease of real estate and so that any inequity is particularly burden¬ 
some to such persons. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT 
WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. No house within the city limits of the City of Fort Wayne, 

Indiana which is assessed for tax purposes at a value of $3,000.00 or less, 
shall be sold to anyone who intends to use it as a residence, either for him¬ 
self or for lessees, unless, before the transfer of the deed or before the 
signing of the contract, if the property is being sold on contract, there has 
been an inspection by the Minimum Housing Division of said City for the purpose 
of determining whether the house is in all respects in compliance with the 
Minimum Housing Code of said City. 

SECTION 2. No house within the city limits of the City of Fort Wayne, 

Indiana, which is assessed for tax puiposes at a value of #3,000.00 or less, 
and no rooms within any such house, shall be leased, rented, or otherwise 
turned over for occupancyby anyone intending to use such house for residential 
purposes or to sub-lease, sub-rent, or otherwise turn the house over to a third 
person for occupancy as a residence unless the house has been inspected within 
two weeks of the commencement of the occupancy by the lessee, renter or other 
occupant, such inspection to be conducted by a representative of the Minimum 
Housing Division of said City, to insure that the house complies in all respects 
with the Minimum Housing Code of said City. 
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SECTION 3. In the event that a house fails to comply with the Minimum 
Housing Code of said City, the Minimum Housing Division shall place a placard, 
in a size and form to be selected by said Division, in a prominent place upon 
the front and back of said house. Said placard will convey the Information, 
that because of such noncompliance, said house may not be sold, leased, rented or 
otherwise turned over to anyone for occupancy until all defects have been 
corrected. 

SECTION 4- When said house has been brought into such condition that it 
complies in all respects with the Minimum Housing Code of said City, the Minimum 
Housing Division of said City shall remove such placards from the back and 
front entrance. 

SECTION 5. It shall be the duty of the owner, vendor, or lessor to apply at 
the office of the Department of Relocation and Minimum Housing for such inspection 
and pay such fee or fees provided for under Section 7 of this Ordinance. 

SECTION 6, It shall be a misdemeanor for anyone other than the Minimum 
Housing Division of said City to remove such placards. Upon Conviction of 
such a misdemeanor, the person found guilty shall be fined an amount not to 
exceed $500.00 and/or imprisonment for a term not to exceed 30 days. 

SECTION 7. The Minimum Housing Division of said City shall charge a fee 
of $25.00 for the initial inspection of each house which is inspected pursuant 
to the requirements of this Ordinance. In the event the house does not comply 
with the Minimum Housing Ordinance of the City of Fort Wayne upon such an 
initial inspection, there shall be a fee of $10.00 for each reinspection until 
there is such compliance. Provided, that in the event there is not compliance 
within three months of the date for the Initial inspection, then any additional 
inspection shall be treated as an initial inspection and there shall be a fee 
of $25.00.
